D e n v e r , Col., Feb. 14.-—The Cou- 
slitutional Convention, after two days 
of earnest discussion, adopted 
the 
chapter on the elective 
franchise, 
which requires the iirut State Legisla­ 
ture to provide by enactment for the 
submission of woman suffrage ques­ 
tion to the vote of the people. This is 
regarded as favorable by the advo­ 
cates of the measure, who claim a 
powerful constituency in Colorado, 
whilst the experiment in Wyoming 
on the North lias justified the privi­ 
lege in Kansas where woman suffrage 
exists as to all school offices. 
. A l b a n y , 15th.—The report of tiie 
canal investigation committee was to­ 
day presented Legislature.

country, 
and

of articles 


produced 
by the 
people, 
it become 


necessary to appoint a large army of 
officers. 
It is by the influence of these 


officers, and 
the expenditure 
of the 


money they have embezzled, 
that the 


tariff party has been kept 
in power. 


If <dl the money that has been niched 
from the laboring people 
by this 
ini- 


quitous tariff law, had been 
paid Into 


the Treasury of the 
Government, the 


Government debt 
would 
have 
beeu 


paid in full. 
But 
to say 
nothing of 


the corrupting 
influences 
of the law 


and the oppressive burden laid on the 
people by theft, and by supporting an 
army of idlers and thieves, 
the very 


principles upon which the law is based 
is wrong. 
Perfect equality is the only 


enduring basis of a Republic. 
Equali- 


ty of right, equality of law and equal- 
ity in all the 
pursuits 
of life. 
Less 


than this is not i Democratic 
Repub- 


lic, but a Republican empire or 
mon- 


archy. A true Republican Government 
should bear equal and exact 
relations 


to all of the people governed. 
In oth- 


er 
words, 
the 
burdens 
of 
Govern- 


ment should bo distributed 
with im- 


partial justice among 
all the people. 


The only 
burdens 
of Government 
is 


the financial cost to support 
it. 
To 


divide this burden so as to make it bear 
exactly equal, every 
individual must 


be assessed 
in proportion to his ability 


to pay in proportion to the amount of 
property 
they own. 
Any 
govern- 


ment based on the idea of the superi- 
ority of a favored cla«s 
smacks 
of an- 


cient 
feudalism and is but a wreck of 


barbarism. 
The world has 
suffered 


long enough 
from feudalism, 
or laws 


to favor classes. 
Our Government 
is 


based upon the idea that all men are 
equal, 
but collecting 
customs 
upon 


imports 
and other 
indirect taxation 


implies class 
Legislation, 
and so long 


as this prevails the American 
people 


are unequal. 
It taxes the necessaries 


of life that ought to be free, and 
de- 


livers them 
to the p ople at double 


the amount 
they ought to cost. 
But 


they claim that "the necessities of tho 
Government compel this course;" but 
ifthe Government 
is for the benefit 


and not the oppression 
of the people, 


where is the ueeessity of giving us our 
food 
and 
raiment 
at 
double 
price. 


This system 
taxes 
mankind 
for 
the 


privilege of living, and 
paralyzes his 


noblest 
energies, 
it robs 
him 
and 


leaves him helpless 
i:t hisinUery, and 


is nothing but an engine of oppression. 
Property alone 
should 
be taxed, and 


impartially 
taxed, to defray the 
ex- 


penses of government. 
Give us free 


trade, open our ports to the world, and 
let Americans be free and equal. 
The 


Custom 
House 
is the 
incubus 
upon 


our commerce 
and Government, 
and 


through it indirect taxation 
is suck- 


ing the very life-blood out of the 
la- 


boring people; and unless it be speed- 
ily changed 
the people willrise up in

At a special 
session of tlie Common 


Council last Tuesday a draft of the pro- 
posed City Charter wassubmitted, 
and 


after a short 
discussion, 
received the 


approval ofthat 
body. 
We have not 


been 
informed 
very definitely as to 


the authorship of the important docu- 
ment, 
but 
understand 
that it is 
a 


joint production 
of the Mayor, City 


Attorney and some other officials. 
As 


to the merits of the proposed 
change 


we are not jet prepared 
to express 
an 


opinion. 
We believe however that the 


matter should be thoroughly discussed 
by our citizens before any definite ac- 
tion is taken that will transform 
the 


document into our city laws. 


The matter of the city indebtedness 


alone is subject 
to 
most 
important 


changes, 
restrictions 
being removed 


so that a possible 
debt may be 
accu- 


mulated 
amounting 
to more 
than 


double its 
present 
figure. 
In other 


words, the limit is raised $400,000. 
We 


do not believe that tho people 
of Los 


Angeles will submit to the imposition 
of so great a burden upon their shoul- 
ders, at the discretion of the Common 
Council, unless they are 
shown some 


good cause for it. 
The rccommenda- 


tions of Mayor Beaudry in his annual 
message, are extensively 
embodied in 


the document. 
Following the action 


of the Common Council, itis designed 
to forward the Charter to tho Legisla- 
ture for its approval. 
Withoutenter- 


ing into tedious 
details, 
the subject 


may be fairly considered from the fol- 
lowing summary, for which we are in- 
debted to Mr. Hutton, City Attorney : 


1, The corporate 
name 
of the city 


is to changed 
from "The Mayor and 


Common 
Council 
of the City of Loa 
Angeles''to 
"The City of Los An- 


geles." 


2. The Common Council la hereafter 


to be called "The Council." 


3. The 
Mayor 
and 
Council 
will 


have power to create 
the office of Su- 


perintendent 
of Streets. 


The Couucil will have tho right to 


delegate to such officer when office is 
created such power as it may see fit in 
regard 
to contracting 
for repairs of 


streets when amount 
does not exceed 


$200. 


4. In addition to the present 
powers 


ofCouncil as to opening ofstreets, etc., 
it is proposed 
to confer the right to 


vacate streets. 
It cannot be contended 


that the Council can do this to the in- 
jury of property abutting 
upon 
the 
street, without providing compensation 
therefor. 


5. A court called the City Court is to 


be established 
and the judicial powers 


of the Mayor is to be transferred to that 
Court. 
To remove the Judge as far as 


possible from 
electioneering 
schemes 


he is to be 
appointed 
by the Council 
every 
two years. 
Salary 
SI,BOO per 


annum. 
He is authorized 
to employ 


a clerk but 
must pay 
him out of his 


own salary. 
His salary is lio! to be 


increased 
or diminished 
dining 
his 


term. 
His jurisdiction to be over all 


offences against the ordinances 
of the 
city, and 
In civil matters 
and other 


public offences he has the same 
juris- 


diction as Justice of the Peace or Just- 
ice Courts. 


6. The duties of City Attorney are 


made to include the prosecution 
of all 


cases 
beforo 
the City Court for in- 
fringement of ordinances 
and appeals 


of the same. 


7. Tho Marshal 
is to remain 
in 


charge 
of liis ofllce until some time 


after the next municipal election when 
a Chief of Police is to be appointed 
by 


the Council. 


8. No change is made in the duties 


of tho Ass9ssor except a provision 
nu- 
tdorizing him to appoint deputies. 


9. No important change is made 
in 


the duties of the City Treasurer, 
ex- 


cept to require him to make 
returns 


whenever called upon by the Council. 
The Finance Committee 
or any 
spe- 


cial committee of the Council, 
is au- 


thorized to examine his books at any 
time, and also to inspect and count all 
monies in his hands or on deposit. 


10. Under the 
head 
of proceedings 


to condemn 
land for public streets and 


other 
public 
U9es, 
several 
changes 


have been made which expedite 
pro- 


ceedings iv Court. 
The assessment 
is 


also made 
before 
the condemnation 


thus making one item balance or stand 
as an oifset 
against another. 
Corner 


property or other 
property 
situated 


upon any cross 
street, and within 109 


feet of the line of the street, to be im- 
proved or opened, is also to be 
assess- 


ed pro rata according 
to frontage upon 


cross street. 


11. By another provision the city is re- 


quired to bear ail incidental 
expenses 


connected 
with street 
improvements, 


such as surveys, maps, 
costs of court, 


Commissioners' 
fees, etc., to be 
paid 


from cash fund. 


12. 
Substantially the some changes 


have been made in the liws govern- 
ing street grading and 
improvement. 


The longand tedious 
procedure 
as it 


now exists is considerably 
abridged by 


dispensing with publication of assess- 
ments 
aud allowing contracts 
to be 


made before assessments. 
The 
costs 


of grading 
and improving 
intersec- 


ions of streets 
is to be borne 
by the 


city. 


The Indebtedness 
of the city which 


is now limited at $300,000, 
the new 


charter now extends to §700.000. 


14. A Board of Police Commission- 


ers is created, consisting of the Mayor, 
Chief of Police and 
Judge of the City 


Court. They are to have charge of po- 
lice matters, 
appointing, 
regulating 


and discharging officers; salaries 
to be 


fixed by the Council. 


Some other slight changes have been 


made, but they relate to minor points 
such as forms of procedure 
in public 


work, etc., and it is not necessary 
to 


note them.
